Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by either 
of Prestia or Wieland et al. 

Prestia (figs. 2,5) shows a frame assembly as claimed, including an outside 
back frame 22 and an inside back "frame" comprised of springs 84. Wieland (figs. 
8,9) also discloses an inside back "frame" 94, including slide member 96. Note that 
as no details of the inside frame have been set forth in the claim, the above 
structure meet the limitations thereof, including the various angles set forth in 
claims 2 and 3. 

Claims 5 and 6 are allowed. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Watts and Moyer show various features of the invention.
